at grim IssoJoation la its grisly honors, 
MtaAis not easily to be explained, but 
•ffMcfa. akhoagn few of us will admil 
lit, moat ojt us have experienced. 
Per- 


baps h is in subjective cannibalism 
stloae that this uncanny attraction ex- 
ists; objectiTo cannibalism mar nol 
eoaaesa the same eerie charm. But tin 
Vwy fact that cannibalism either «xista 
now, or eter existed, is, however, de- 
filed by some skeptical persons— .mostly 
strict and, rigid, vegetarians, one would 
think — who argue that wild and natu- 
ral races of mea can not and do not lust 
for flesh. The fact remains the same. 
It seems that this time-honored prac- 


tice — crime, many unthinking and un- 
judicial people would call it, whose 
opinions have been formed without 
consideration of the relation of crime 
to custom— has, at different times, ex- 
isted in almost every part of the earth. 
It seems to have lingered longest in 
the moat beautiful regions of it— in 
Polynesia, namely, where the writer o 
this, but for ft fortunately and timelj 
warning, would himself have fallen s 
victim to the custom for which he has 
a feeling of respect, if not exactly ol 
affection. 


Our remote, possible 
forefathers 


themselves, the prehistoric oavemen ol 
Europe in the Quaternary period, wer« 
addicted to this habit, whieh a pioiu 
feeling of respect for our ancestry 
should alone prevent us from charac- 
terizing as a crime. Evidences of theli 
occasional little anthropaphagistip fail- 
ingsJn the shape of soraped tend chipped 
human bones which, besides being 
cooked, are broken in a 'manner too 
scientific and skillful to be the work oi 
animate, ar« not Infrequent, though il 
U believed by paleontologists that the 
custom was more of an exception than 
a rule. Animal food being plentiful a) 
that time in these cold northern lati- 
tudes, the great incentive to cannibal- 
Ism was wanting, and the Tory prac- 
tice of it shows ft tendency to apion- 
rean indulgence and luxury that al- 
ready (from a very long way off) 
pointed to the future extinction ol 
their race. The ancient Irish, too, in 
more recent than Quaternary times, 
ate their own dead; and our Saxoa 
forefathers must have possessed a 
knowledge of the custom if they did 
not in early times actually practice it, 
r as Is shown by the Saxon word man.
